TORONTO, FEB. 28 (CUP) 
— University of Toronto is slated 
to get over $11 million from the 
Ontario provincial government 
this year. 

A boost of nearly $2 million 
over last year's appropriation of 
$7,600,000 goes to U. of T. for 
purposes of capital and general 
maintenance. 

Additional Estimates 

Additional estimates include $1 
million for Toronto's new dental 
building, $643,000 for the Onta- 
rio College of Education, and 
$100,000 for the Royal Ontario 
Museum. 

This is to be compared with the 
grant of $900,000 which McGili 
received from the Provincial Go- 
vernment for the school year 
1957-1958. 

In a recent budget speech tô 
the Ontario Legislature, Premier 
Frost described education as "On- 
tario's most important and absorb- 
ing problem". 

Appropriations to all Ontario 
universities will be substantially 
increased this year and University 
grants total $23.2 million." 

Mr. Frost estimated that as ma- 
ny as 2,000 would benefit from a 
plan to establish a $3 million stu-

He also said that 
Dominion and Dominion-Provin- 
cial bursaries will be increased. 

The Ryerson Institute of Tech- 
nology will receive $1.5 million 
this year for expansion purposes 
and McMaster has received a spe- 
cial $1 million grant for the cons- 
truction of a new engineering 
building. 

Toronto's lump appropriation 
adds up to $6,532,000 for mainte- 
nance, as against $5,800,000 for 
last year and $3 million for capi- 
tal expenditure as against $1,800- 
000 last year. 

Including grants to all affiliated 
colleges, Toronto's appropriation 
totals $11,277,000. This marks an 
increase of over $5 million. . 

Financial Grants 

Other grants include : Queen's 
University, $1,925,000; University 
of Western Ontario, $1,925,000; 
McMaster University, $1,650,000; 
University of Ottawa, $1,450,000; 
Carleton University, $1,325,000; 
Assumption University for Essex 
College, $1.2 million; .Waterloo 
College, $1,150,000; Lakehead 
College, $100,000; Ontario Colle- 
ge of Art, $175,000; special grant 
for Archaeological Research, $10,- 
000. 

Financial support to university 
students has also been pledged by 
Ontario Education Minister Dun- 
lop. In a letter to the president of 
the U of T Students' Adminis- 
trative Council, Mr. Dunlop said : 
"You will find I am quite sure 
that the government of Ontario 
will render greatly increased fi- 
nancial assistance to university 
students". The letter was in re- 
ply to a brief on financial aid to 
students sent to Mr. Dunlop by 
the S.A.C •

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Loud Detractors — Silent Supporters 

On the front page of today's Daily is a terse note from 
the Secretary of Senate indicating that, as far as the Uni- 
versity is concerned, lectures and labs will go on as usual 
on Thursday. This was to be expected. The University Ad- 
ministration could not be expected to say anything else; 
their function as administrators demands that they assert 
the non-involvement of the University with the suspension 
of lectures. It should not be otherwise, and this declaration 
of the Senate is to our advantage; we wish the public to 
realize that this is entirely a student affair and that we 
are making a sacrifice — however small — by not attending 
our classes. That the University should mix out, that it 
should carry on on Thursday as if it were a normal day, is 
right and proper. 

The point is that this whole affair is our baby; it was 
conceived, planned, and carried out by students. It is such a 
novel idea that some students are not prepared to accept 
it; the idea of independent student action is strange to 
them, and they cannot quickly adapt to the novelty. They 
are not alone; we have been criticized by a number of peo- 
ple as widely different as the harried Rector of the U. of 
M. and the Editor of "Midnight". Yet we know that there 
are very many people who though not in positions to make 
their feelings on this matter publicly known are nonethe- 
less very favourably disposed to the student protest. And 
while the English press in this city has been abnormally 
restrained in covering the action, French-Canadian papers 
have given wide and sympathetic treatment of the student 
case. There is no reason for a feeling of futility in this 
matter; our action will be discussed by many people, and 
already has been, and the result of this discussion can only 
rebound to our benefit. The public imagination is a difficult 
thing to capture, even a small bit of it is an elusive thing, 
yet people in influential positions who are concerned with 
education will be provoked to question Mr. Duplessis' edu- 
cational policies in a way not done before. 

If some newspapers seem to be against us, it is good 
to remember that 85% of American papers were anti-Ro- 
osevelt and he was one of America's most popular Presi- 
dents. If we believe in just situations achieved justly then 
we must act in a unified way. Because we have no power 
paradoxically we have much, and we must use it.
